REPORT OF 



XHE MAYOR. 



To the Citinriis ami Taxpayers of Rutland : — 

During the year, the debt oi the city has been 
reduced by payment to the sinking fund $8,500, 
old graded school district bond |1,000, and. $1,500 
of the temporary loan warrants outstanding one 
year ago. The bonded debt of the city is now 
$504, 50(», temporary loan warrants outstanding 
$8,500, and the sinking fund $36,980.40. This de- 
crease is not so much ai I had hoped, owing to the 
large amount of construction of a permanent 
nature and some extraordinary expenses. The 
cost of resurfacing the concrete roadway was over 
$6,000, the new portable stone crusher $2,000 Rut- 
land Hospital $1,000, Free Library $3,18i».78, aud 
so on. 

FINANCES. 

Of the bonded debt of the city there will be- 
come due in January, 1899, $i;3,50O, and in July, 
1899, $17,000; in all, $30,50(1 of village of Rutland 
5 per cent, water bonds. In December, provision 
was made tor refunding these bonds with new ones 
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at S)4 per cent. These have been sold at 105.419 
per cent, netting n premium of $1,(125.70, which 
will be paid into the sinking fund as soon as the 
bonds are delivered. By this transaction, the sink- 
ing fund will be increased $l,f)2.5.70, and the in- 
terest account decreased $457.50 per annum, with- 
out changing the amount of the bonded debt. 
These figures;, of course, do not appear in the 
financial statement of this year.

SINKING FUNDS. 

As appears by the report of the Commission- 
ers, they succeeded in obtaining some of the U. S. 
government 3 per cent, bonds of 1898, at par. 
The fund has been increased during the year by 
the tax and $517.83 accrued interest, and the in- 
vestments are certainly safe and satisfactory. 

COLLECTION OF TAXES. 

At the beginning of the year there were un- 
collected taxes in the hands of the City Constable 
to the amount of $11,192.67, and at the end of the 
year $9,448.11, a decrease .of $1,6 44.56. This is a 
very creditable showing for the Cons able consid- 
ering the large amount ($7,258.14) which passed to 
him during the year from the levy of 1898. Of 
the amount now in his hands, the levy of 1894 
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($1,084.69) is substantially worthless, owing to the 
failure to obtain the amendment to the charter, 
asked at the last session of the legislatm'e, to 
authorize the issuing of a warrant for its collec- 
tion. 

METHODS. 

The method of transacting the business of the 
city, which was inaugurated by the change of the 
ordinances in the spring of 1897, has been continued 
during the past year, and with the most satisfactory 
results. That the City Council is able to know 
the financial condition of the city from day to day, 
and to control the expenditure of money, is due to 
this change. The establishment of a purchasing 
agent has undoubtedly saved the city a large 
amount of money the past year. 

STREETS AND SEWERS. 

Of permanent stone roadway, 19,355 square 
yards have been constructed during the year, at 
a cost of $12,568.26, the larger part of this ex- 
penditure being on Grove and State streets. On 
Grove street, from Crescent to West, a Telford 
road has been laid the full width of the roadway, 
except that portion occupied by the Street Railway 
Co. The remainder of the broken stone roadway 
has been of the McAdam construction. Several 
streets have been improved by the application of 
McAdam to the existing foundation of stone or 
gravel in such a manner as to constitute practically 
permanent work. The total of McAdam and Tel- 
ford roadway thus constructed is 23,654 square 
yards, equivalent to one and three-fourths miles in 
length. The report of the City Engineer gives a 
detailed statement of the cost of this construction,

and also a list of the roadways surfaced with gravel, 
arid repaired with the road machine. The pirr- 
chase of a portable crusher has improved and 
facilitated the construction and decreased the cost. 
For two years the streets have been divided into 
sections, and a man, called a section man, has been 
detailed to watch the calverts and waterways and 
take general care of the streets in his section. 
This plan meets the approval of the Engineer and 
keeps our roadways in good order at a minimum 
cost. The crushed stone sidewalks, btiilt in 1897, 
have proven so satisfactory that the Council thought 
it wise to increase the amount of this construction,' 
and about six miles of sidewalks have been so laid 
during the year. All the bridges have been thor- 
oughly overhauled and put in repair. 

A part of the Moon Brook sewer fund, left in 
the treasury after completing the work of last 
year, has been used for " new sewer construction," 
in accordance with the ifote authorizing the fund. 
During the year 10,331 feet, — nearly two miles, — of 
sewers have been laid and 23 manholes built. 
There remains in the treasury to the credit of said 
fund 13,295.03 for future use. 

The inventory of tools and materials in the 
department of streets and sewers amounts to 
500.78. 

WATER. 

In this department 863 feet of new mains have 
been laid, and the five hydrants connected with the 
mains underneath the concrete roadway replaced 
with others having valve connection. The old 
reservoir on Woodstock avenue is unfit for use and 
has not been used during the year. With our im- 
proved and increased facilities at the head of our

water works this old reservoir has become useless, 
and I would recommend that the property be sold. 

The inventory of tools and materials in this 
department amounts to $2,711.87. 

LIGHTS.. ; 

In March of this year the contract for lighting 
the streets and public places of the city was re- 
newed, to expire in 1903. By this renewal, the 
number of lights was increased from 113 to 125, 
and the cost reduced from 33 cents to 37 cents per 
light for all night lights, and from 37 cents to 33 
cents for midnight lights. This reduces the cost 
to the city for its contract lighting $3,000 per year. 

CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 

The expenses in this department for the year, 
as shown by the report of the Overseer of the 
Poor, have been reduced to $5,363.13. This is 
$1,923.95 less than for 1897, and by far the lowest 
for many years. Heretofore the Overseer has 
given orders to the merchants and others, who 
have subsequently presented their bills to the 
Council for payment. This was the equivalent 
of pledging the credit of the city and drawing 
orders on the treasury, and, as such, a violation of 
the charter. During the present year the Over- 
seer has been supplied with money, paid him di- 
rectly from the treasury and by him disbursed for 
the purposes of his office, and to this change in 
method I attribute in part the reduction of ex- 
pense in this department. I believe that all reas- 
onable demands of the needy have been promptly 
and fully met, and that the reduction of ex- 
pense has been chiefly due to the fact that the 
Overseer has been permitted to discharge the 
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duties of his office without dictation or interfer- 
ence, as by the laws of the state and the charter 
of the city he ought to be. 

FIRE. 

The standard of this department has been 
maintained as in 1897, at substantially the same 
expense. A detailed statement of the service 
rendered by this department appears in the report 
of the Chief Engineer, and I concur with him in 
his recommendation for the purchase of additional 
hose, and of horses for station 1, 

I'OUCE. 

The Police force has been maintained during 
the year at the same standard as for 1897. The 
report of the Chief of Police will furnish all 
necessary information as to this department. 

SALARIES. 

The amount charged to salaries shows an in- 
crease of $1,177,77 over the year ending December 
31st, 1897. This is largely owing to the expense 
of the quadrennial appraisal. 

LIQUOR AGENCY. 

The city has continued to buy its liquors from 
dealers in high class goods, taking its whiskeys 
directly from bond, thus obtaining ptire liquors at 
the least cost. The report of the Agent shows the 
financial result. 

HOSPITAL. 

In accordance with the sentiment expressed in 
the vote taken at the lavSt annual city election, the 
City Council this year appropriated to the Rutland 
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Hospital the sum of $2,000. Of this sum $1,000 
has been paid, the balance being payable $500 
January 1st, 1899, and $600 April 1st, 1899. The 
so-called hospital taxes, — which were in fact the 
taxes of Mrs. Chas. H. Sheldon, assessed upon 
the property when owned by her, — have been fully 
paid. Since this propeily was purchased by the 
Rutland Hospital it has been exempted from tax- 
ation, 

SCHOOLS. 

In this department, reference may be had to 
the statistical report of the Superintendent of 
Schools, the detailed statement of orders drawn on 
the City Treasurer and the report of the Board of 
School Commissioners, The records of the City 
Council show that " the appropriation of $35,000, 
made by the City Council for 1898," referred to in 
said last named report, was, in fact, made '• for 
the year ending July 1, 1S99." 

By the provisions of the City Charter, the first 
election of School Commissioners was held on the 
last Tuesday in June, 1893, and all existing school 
districts in the city were abolished after July i, i8gj. 
It is also provided by the charter that the City 
Council shall annually appropriate for the use of 
schools such sum, not exceeding the amount which 
would be raised by a tax of fifty cents on the dol- 
lar of the grand list of the city, as shall be recom- 
mended by the Board of School Commissioners. 
Acting under this provision, the City Council had 
made and placed to the credit of the School Com- 
missioners up to December 31st, 1897, five full 
appropriations as follows: 1893, $28,000; 1894, 
$32,000; 1895, $30,000; 1896, $30,000; and 1897, 
$35,000. The first four of these had been credited 
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and applied respectively by the Commissioners, as 
shown by their financial statements published in 
the School Manuals, " For year ending June 30th, 
1894," " Receipts to July 1st, 1895," " Receipts to 
July 1st, 1896," and " Receipts to July 1, 1897." 
The fifth had not been reported, as the School 
Manual for 1897 was not published until 
the following summer. Upon these facts, the 
City Council claimed that appropriations to 
this department had been fully made and paid 
to July 1st, 1898. On December 31, 1897, the 
report of the City Treasurer, showed only 
$5,838.68 remaining to the credit of this depart- 
ment, with .substantially a half year of schools yet 
to be carried on. On the 17th day of March, 1898, 
all of this balance had been exhausted, except 
$536.11, and on that day the Commissioners drew 
their warrant upon the Treasurer, payable to the 
Superintendent, Mr. Frazier, for $2,830.14, This 
warrant was presented to the Treasurer on the 
19th of Mar-ch and payment refused. The Com- 
missioners then proposed to negotiate this warrant 
and such others as might be necessary to raise suf- 
ficient money to carry them through the year. 
The Council then brought a bill in chancery and 
obtained an injunction against the negotiating of 
this warrant or the issuing of others, which 
injunction, however, the Chancellor subsequently 
dissolved, and the question is now pending in court 
on the bill. It is unwise, and I believe illegal, to 
permit the issuing and negotiating of warrants by 
the School Commissioners in excess of their appro- 
priations, and on the other hand, it is beyond the 
opwer of the City Council to make up the deficit 
by appropriation, other than in conformity with 
the charter provision aforesaid. I note with satis- 
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faction, however, that the amount to the credit of 
the school fund December Slst, 1898, is $9,714.28, 
an increase of nearly $5,000 over that of a year 
ago, and it is to be hoped that by the exercise of 
economy, the Commissioners may be able to catch 
up and the old indebtedness become thus liquidated. 

THE STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

By the charter of the Rutland Street Railway 
Company, it is provided in respect to streets and 
highways that " said Company shall keep the por- 
tion of the highway between its tracks, and for a 
distance of two feet on each side thereof in as good 
condition for travel in all respects as is the adjacent 
highway * * » and shall so grade the surface 
of the streets and cross-walks within and adjacent 
to its tracks, that persons and vehicles can conven- 
iently cross or turn off from same. If said Com- 
pany at any time shall fail to repair its track and 
the highway or street within or adjacent to the 
same, as above required, for the space of ten days 
after notice from the selectmen of the town, or 
from the trustees of the village within the village 
limits, then said selectmen or trustees may make 
such repairs as are required, and the town or vil- 
lage, as the case may be, may collect the expense 
thereof from said Company." 

In the fore part of July, 1898, it was found 
necessary to repair that portion of Strongs avenue 
immediately south of the concrete roadway occupied 
by the tracks of the Company. This was done by sur- 
facing the roadway with crushed stone, and as the 
surface was light, it was carried to the rail of the 
Company's track and at grade therewith, instead 
of stopping at the limit of two feet outside. This 
left in places a considerable depression between 
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the rails of the track, and notice was given the 
Company to repair that portion ot the roadway as 
required by its chatter. To this notice the Com- 
pany replied by demanding from the city the 
crushed stone witli which to make the repairs in- 
dicated, claiming a right thereto by virtue of some 
contract existing between the city and the Com- 
pany. Upon examining the files of the City Clerk, 
an agreement was discovered, executed in Novem- 
ber, 1894, by a Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men in behalf of the city, and by the Company by 
its president, one provision of which was as fol- 
lows: " Where the adjacent roadbed consists of 
crushed stone, the city will furnish the same ma- 
terial for the part of the street between the tracks 
and two feet on either side, but the Street Railway 
Company shall draw it and properly place it in 
position." Upon a careful consideration of this 
document, the Mayor was advised that the city was 
not obliged to furnish to . the Company without 
compensation, the material with which to build and 
repair its proportion of the highway, and he there- 
upon refused to furnish the stone, except upon 
payment of its cost to the city. This small piece 
of track was subsequently repaired by the Com- 
pany with gravel. 

Shortly after this developed the conditions 
upon Grove and State streets, with which every 
citizen of the city is more or less familiar. The 
city proposed to build a permanent roadway upon 
Grove and State streets. The Company refused 
to build its proportion of the road permanently, 
unless the city would furnish the material. This 
the city refused to do. claiming that as the Com- 
pany exercised a valuable franchise in its streets 
for which it gave no compensation, it was not only 
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unjust to force the city to so great expense, but 
was also in violation of the requirements of the 
legislature in granting the Company its charter. 

Pending this situation, and on the 27th day of 
September, the Board of Aldermen appointed a 
Committee to confer with the Company. This 
Committee reported at a meeting of the Board held 
on the 2ftth day of September, as follows : 

"Your Committee, to whom was referred the 
matter to confer with the electric railroad officials 
in regard to cutting down their track and filling in 
with crushed stone, on Grove and State streets, re- 
spectfully report as follows : 

' ' We have talked the matter over with the 
railroad officials and they will allow the city five 
hundred and fifty dollars for doing the following 
work : Excavating Grove street from Crescent 
street to West, and State street from Grove street 
to Pierpoint avenue, drawing and putting crushed 
stone on said streets, rolling and finishing said 
streets in as good a manner as the city may see fit. 
Said Railroad Company is to furnish men to do all 
tamping and putting the ties and rails in position, 
the city is to furnish the gravel for tamping the 
ties. 

' ' Your Committee would recommend that the 
proposition be accepted, and when the said street 
is finished a legal grade be established as the street 
is when finished." 

It was thereupon voted by the Board ' ' that 
the proposition of the Street Railway Company 
be accepted and the committee be instructed to 
see that the work is carried out in accordance 
with their report," and "make a contract with 
the Street Railway Company to carry out the pro- 
visions of their report," 



mayor's report 



An estimate subsequently made by the City 
Engineer of tlie cost of labor and material to con- 
struct the Company's proportion of these highways, 
developed the fact that the terms proposed by the 
Company were almost identical with the alleged 
contract of 1884, and should the city construct the 
roadway as proposed, it would in fact furnish the 
material for the benefit of the Company without 
compensation, and this proposition was not ac- 
cepted. 

The city completed the improvement of these 
streets as best it could, and they are now provided 
on either side of the railroad track with a narrow 
stone roadway, with the old conditions still exist- 
ing in the middle, namely, mud and sand. The 
foregoing experience made it very clear that while 
the provisions of the Company's charter in respect 
to the relative rights of the Company and munici- 
pality in the highways was such that it apparently 
answered every purpose where the highway in 
question was simply a dirt road, it was not adapted 
where the construction of permanent roadways 
w^as required. Accordingly there was prepared 
and presented to the legislature, at its biennial 
session, 1898, a petition requesting the amendment 
of that portion of the Company's charter, so that 
the Company should be obliged to construct its 
proportion of the highway at the same time, of the 
same material, and in substantially the same man- 
ner as the adjacent highway, and should it fail to 
do so, the city might take up the tracks and build 
the roadway at the expense of the Company with- 
out re-laying the tracks. Notwithstanding our 
best endeavors, the influence of the Cr^mpany at 
Montpelier was too potent and active to be over- 
come, and the amendment did not pass. 
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LEGISLATION — CITY CHARTER.. 

For one reason or another the charter of the 
city contains a considerable number of ambigui- 
ties both patent and latent. In some instances dif- 
ferent sections contain absolute contradictory pro- 
visions upon the same subject. In other instances 
a section, or part of a section, standing by itself 
with an apparent unequivocal construction, when 
considered in connection with other sections of the 
instrument, necessarily bears an entirely different 
interpretation. These ambiguities have from time 
to time been forced upon the attention of the city 
officials, but as they relate almost solely to mat- 
ters of detail in the administration of the affairs of 
the city, very little has ever been known with re- 
spect to them by the general public. 

For some years it has been the unanimous 
opinion of those persons who had to do with the 
administration of the affairs of the city in detail, 
that these errors in the charter ought to be cor- 
rected; and to this end, on the 1 5th day of Aug- 
ust, A. D. 1898, President of the Board of Alder- 
men Pratt, appointed a committee on legislation, 
consisting of Aldermen Noyes, Stearns and Parris, 
to take the matter under consideration and report. 
This committee proceeded in the performance of 
their duties with deliberation and the greatest care, 
and at the regular meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men on the 17th day of October, they presented 
their report, which report consisted of a copy of 
the bill as subsequently presented to the legisla- 
ture, except the title and enacting clause, and the 
last section of the bill, which provided, "That so 
far as the provisions of this act are the same as 
those of the act hereby amended, they shall be 
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construed as a continuation of that act and not as 
a new enactment." This report was accompanied 
by a resolution adopting the report and making its 
recommendations the recommendations of the 
board, and instmcting the committee to procure the 
suggested amendments to be made. On motion of 
Alderman Flynn the report and resolution was laid 
on the table and the meeting adjourned. A special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen was called on 
the 28th day of October, at which meeting the re- 
port was accepted and the resolution adopted with- 
out discussion or opposition. 

A bill was then prepared by adding to the lan- 
guage of the report the title, enacting clause and 
the last section as aforesaid, and introduced into 
the House of Representatives by Representative 
Carpenter, where it was referred to the committee 
on judiciary. 

Agreeable to an arrangement previously made 
and accompanied by Mr. Howe, the City Attorney, 
I appeared before the Committee and Mr. Howe 
explained the bill fully and in detail. At this 
hearing no objection was made to the bill upon its 
merits, but it was stated that there were parties 
not present who desired to be heard upon the bill, 
and the hearing was continued until the following 
morning. On the following rnorning Representa- 
tive Carpenter appeared before the Committee and 
stated that he had received a telephone com- 
munication from parties who desired to be heard 
upon the subject, but without stating who they 
were, and without discussion the hearing was 
thereupon continued until Monday evening, Nov- 
ember 14, for the purpose of hearing all parties 
who desired to appear in opposition to the bill. 
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Later in the day I learned that a so-called pro- 
test against this bill, signed by four members of 
the Board of Aldermen, had been introduced the 
evening before into the House of Representatives 
by Mr. Hale, the Chairman of the Committee be- 
fore whom the bill was pending. 

On Monday evening, agreeable to appoint- 
ment, I again appeared before the Committee to 
hear what might be brought to their attention in 
opposition to the bill. Mr, George T. Chaffee 
addressed the Committee and presented them a 
paper signed by a considerable number of citizens 
objecting to the passage of any legislation respect- 
ing the charter of the city of Rutland, on the 
ground that no such legislation had received the 
general public consideration of the citizens of the 
city, but making no specific objection to the bill 
under consideration or to any of its provisions. 
He was followed by President Pratt, who pre- 
sented a duplicate of the paper already introduced 
into the House of Representatives by Mr. Hale, 
signed by Aldermen Dyer, Pratt, Jasmin, Flynn, 
Pierce and Barrett. He was followed by Mr. L. 
G. Bagley, and Mr. P. A. Field, who objected to 
the bill upon the general ground already referred 
to, but without making specific objection to any 
of its provisions. 

The Chairman of the Committee also stated 
that the committee had received letters from indi> 
vi duals in the city touching this bill, but refused 
to disclose the contents of the letters. 

Upon the close of the hearing it was insisted by 
the Mayor, that it was the duty of the committee 
to consider the bill upon its merits, but that if it 
was the disposition of the Committee to consider 
the general protest as made, he asked an oppor- 
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tiinity to meet the same by an expression of the 
will of the citizens of the city upon the subject. 

After consultation the committee then ruled 
that they would hold no further hearing upon this 
bill, but that they would receive up to Friday, 
November 18th, anything that might be submitted 
to them on either side, in writing, but without 
privilege to either party to examine the evidence 
that might be produced before them by the oppo- 
sition. 

I immediately called a meeting of the citizens 
of the city at the opera house for Friday evening, 
November 18th, to consider the matter of this bill. 
A meeting was held agreeable to this call, and after 
an hour's discussion by John D. Spellman, L. G. 
Bagley, H. A. Harman, F. A. Field, F. M. Butler, 
J. C. Baker, C. P. Harris, and perhaps others, on 
motion of F, A. Field, the following resolution 
was adopted, and the meeting adjourned : 

' '■Resolved, That whereas we recognize the nec- 
essity of some changes in the city charter, we 
feel that the short time intervening before adjourn- 
ment of the legislature of 1898 will not be suffi- 
cient for any changes to receive proper attention, 
and therefore recommend the dismissal of further 
consideration of the same." 

In accordance with the sentiment of the citi- 
zens, as expressed in this resolution, no further 
effort was made to procure these amendments and 
the bill did not pass. 

Following is a synopsis of the;bill as published 
in- the Rutland Daily Herald, November IT, 1898: 
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THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 

By the provisions of the bill to amend the 
Rutland city charter now pending before the legis- 
lature : 

The Mayor, each of the Aldermen and the 
City Clerk are given power to administer oaths in 
all cases where oaths are required by law. 

The Auditors are required to audit the ac- 
counts of the Board of School Commissioners. 

No ward officer can serve as such at an elec- 
tion at which he is a candidate by nomination. 

In case of tie in the election of any city officer, 
the balloting shall proceed the same as in the elec- 
tion of City Representative. 

The term of office of policemen expires on the 
1st day of April in each year, instead of on the 
moment the newly elected Mayor takes his oath of 
office, and all the policemen have the same power 
of arrest. 

If the Mayor neglects or refuses to make his 
nominations within the time provided by the char- 
ter, the Board of Aldermen maymake the appoint- 
ment without his nomination. 

In case of vacancy in the Board of Aldermen, 
it shall be filled until the next annual city election 
by appointment by the Board, and the balance of 
the term, if any, shall then be filled by an election 
in the proper ward. As the charter now stands, 
one section provides that such a vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment and another section by elec- 
tion. 

The President of the Board of Aldermen has 
no authority to act as Mayor in the absence of the 
Mayor, 
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The President of the Board of Aldermen is 
given power to call meetings of the Board, distinc- 
tion is made between regular and special meetings, 
and the certificate of the City Clerk that lawful 
notice of a special meeting has been given, is made 
prima facie evidence of the fact. 

The Mayor and Board of Aldermen are made 
the equivalent body to the selectmen of towns. 

The Board of Cemetery Commissioners con- 
sists of three members to be appointed, one for 
one year, one for two years and one for three 
years, and thereafter one each year. This is ac- 
cording to one section of the present charter, but 
another section provides for the appointment of 
three Cemetery Commissi ojiers each year. 

The City Council shall appoint three members 
of the local Board of Health, and not three per- 
sons, one of whom shall be a physician, as now 
provided. The persons so appointed, with the 
Health Officer appointed by the State Board, con- 
stitute the local Board of Health of the city. 

The Superintendent of Streets, Superinten- 
dent of Water "Works and City Engineer perform 
their respective duties ' ' under the direction of the 
Mayor and subject to the orders and ordinances of 
the City Council," as now provided by ordinance, 
and should this amendment become a law the 
ordinances could not again be amended so as to 
put these ofiicials under direction .of committees of 
the Board of Aldermen, as was the case prior to 
the amendment ot the ordinances in March, 1897, 

The city, as well as the property owner, is 
given an appeal from the decis ons of the Board of 
Street Commissioners, 

The Street Commissioners (instead of the 
Board of Aldermen) condemn land and award dam- 
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ages for the establishment and enlargement of 
burial grounds and (instead of the City Council) for 
the laying of water pipes. 

Property benefited by the construction of a 
sewer may be assessed, notwithstanding it does 
not adjoin the street in which the sewer is laid. 

No assessment can be made upon a property 
owner for any public improvement until the im- 
provement is completed. The charter now pro- 
vides that the Street Commissioners may levy an 
assessment, payable in GO days, based upon the 
prospective cost of a prospective improvement. 

A property owner may be assessed his just 
proportion of the cost of constructing a sidewalk 
without first ordering him to build the walk at his 
own expense as now required. 

The provision of the charter requiring "all 
contracts and purchases exceeding in amount the 
sum of $200 " to be made " by inviting bids or pro- 
posals," will unquestionablv apply to all depart- 
ments of the city government. 

The provision of the charter requiring "every 
ordinance, order, resolution or vote of the Board 
of Aldermen involving the appropriation or ex- 
penditure of money " to have " at least two read- 
ings," which "shall not both occur on the same 
day," cannot be avoided by holding a meeting of 
the City Council, with the Mayor in the chair. 

The lands and school houses of the city, when 
no longer required for use by the School Commis- 
sioners, pass under the control of the City Council, 
the same as all other real estate of the city. 

Notices of hearing for assessment for con- 
struction of sewers shall be sufficient if published 
two weeks in a daily newspaper printed in the city. 
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The same power is given to the City Council 
in respect to the -warrants for the collection of 

taxes as tlie Board of Selectmen have in towns 

that is, to reissue the warrant from time to time, 
in its discretion, until the taxes are collected or 
outlawed. 

The City Engineer shall be consulted in mat-- 
ters relating to public improvement, take engineer- 
ing charge of all new construction and perform 
the duties of executive engineer in connection 
therewith. Like all other officers, including the 
Ma3^or himself, he is subject to the orders and 
ordinances of the City Council. 

The existing provision for the improvement 
of streets on petition of the owners of a majority 
of the frontage, and entirely at the expense of the 
owners of property adjacent to or abutting on the 
street, is repealed. 

In framing the bill, in cases where a section is 
amended the whole section is re-enacted, so as not 
to interfere with the numbering of the sections, 
and also that, should the bill become a law, no 
comparison of the original and the amendment 
would be necessary in order to determine what the 
law is. The last section of the bill is as follows : 
"Sec. 18. The provisions of this act, so far as 
they are the same as the act hereby amended, shall 
be construed as a continuation of the act hereby 
amended, and not as a new enactment." 

In connection with the foregoing, it should be 
said that on the occasion of my first appearance 
before the committee of the legislature, Mr. Abel 
of the committee called attention to a section of the 
bill to amend the Burlington charter then pending 
before the committee, which provided substantially 
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that whenever the Mayor departed from or returned 
to the city he should file with the City Clerk 
uotices of the fact, which notices should respec- 
tively invest and divest the president of the Board 
of Aldermen with power to act as Mayor. This 
provision was considered by the committee on 
legislation and by myself as superior to the one 
touching the same subject embodied in the Rut- 
land bill ; and the committee of the legislature 
was requested, and as I understood it, consented, 
to amend the Rutland bill accordingly. Other 
than this no request or suggestion of change in the 
Rutland bill was made either by its opponents or 
proponents. 

K liCO M M END AT 10 NS . 

During the past year the work on the streets 
has been unusually heavy. Grove and State streets 
had to be repaired at the same time because of the 
cut in grade at their intersection. Merchants Row 
and Center street were in such bad condition that 
some sort of repair was necessary , and it was 
thought best to make a permanent repair rather, 
than to do any more patching, and the work has 
been done under gitarantee for five years. During 
the coming year there is no heavy work on the 
streets in sight that is absolutely necessary. The 
west side of North Main street should be improved 
from Kendall avenue to Woodstock avenue, and 
West street improved from Main to Wales street. 
Of course the work on Madison street that is begun 
should be finished. There are other streets where 
work might and should be done, but the work that 
I have mentioned is not nearly as heavy and will 
not cost as much as that done the past year, so 
there will be plenty of money left to operate on

other streets. It has been the aim and object dur- 
ing the past two years to perfect the main thor- 
oughfares of travel leading from the city. To 
carry out this plan work remains to be done on 
North und South Main sti'eets, the easterly part 
of Woodstock avenue, Columbian avenue, so-called, 
and the westerly part of West street. 

The balance of the Moon Brook sewer fund, 
$3,29S.03, will provide for a considerable construc- 
tion of new sewers the coming year. 

I had hoped and expected that the rate of tax- 
ation might be decreased the coming year, but on 
account of the reduction of about eleven per cent 
in the quadrennial appraisal of real estate I do not 
think this should be done. A tax of $1.50 on the 
dollar however will be ample to meet all demands 
for the year 1899. Not so much work can be done, 
hut not so much is required. 

At the present time the City Liquor Agency 
is in a store on Center street, the shops and office 
of the Water department in a store on Grove street^ 
and the sewer pipe stored on some vacant lots be- 
longing to Mr. Post, for all of which we are pay- 
ing rent amounting to $760.00 per year. We are 
also without storage for coal, and many of our 
tools, machines, and supplies are scattered about 
to be cared for as best they may. The lands of 
the Rutland Railroad Company recently occupied 
by G. H. Grimm & Company have about 300 feet 
of side track frontage, with a commodious building 
belonging to Mr, Grimm. These lands have here- 
tofore been leased to Mr. Grimm for $200.00 per 
year, but I am confident the city can obtain a ten 
years lease of them for $150.00 per year, and I be- 
lieve the building could be purchased for $1,000. 00. 
Should this arrangement be made the city would 
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acquire ample accommodations for ten years for all 
the purposes above mentioned at an annual saving 
of S510.00. I have brought this matter to the at- 
tention of the Board of Aldermen but they have 
failed to take any action, although the only objec- 
tion so far brought to my attention is that the lo- 
cation is not suitable for women to go to buy liq- 
uors. Some such arrangement as the foregoing 
ought to be made either in this location or some 
other. 

During the pa,st year it has come to my attention 
that there are many persons using the city water 
supply for commercial purposes, for which, as 
compared to the user for domestic purposes, they 
pay almost nothing. Recently I have had a few 
meters placed in position which have verified this 
fact. 

I apprehend the purpose of our water supply 
is to furnish water for domestic purposes and fire 
protection. When this is accomplished, if there 
remains a surplus it is eminently proper that it 
should be disposed of to the best possible advan- 
tage, so as to reduce the cost to the city and to the 
domestic consumer. Heretofore the rate for com- 
mercial purposes has been fixed by the council, in 
each particular case, upon the best information 
then obtainable as to the probable amount of water 
to be used. This has proven very unsatisfactory, 
and I would recommend that a uniform rate per 
1 ,000 gallons be fixed, for all water used for com- 
mercial purposes. This would, of course, require 
the use of meters, but our present receipts would 
unquestionably be greatly increased.

STREETS, SEWERS, WATER AND ENGINEERING. 



To the Hofiorahic City Council : 

Gentlemen: — I submit herewith the report 
of the work performed by this department for the 
year ending December 31, 1898 : 

STREET DEPARTMENT. 

A larger amount of work of a permanent 
character on the streets, sidewalks and sewers has 
been done than usual. 1 have been assisted in this 
department by Mr. J. H. Stickney, who has hired 
all the labor, etc., and taken charge of the same. 

CRUSHERS. 

Instead of erecting a carrier at the crusher on 
JSTorth. Main street, as was contemplated, it was 
decided to move the machinery about seventy-live 
feet nearer the quarry. This has been done. As 
situated now, the stone is handy to the crusher, 
and the noise of the machinery does not interfere 
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with traffic along North Main street ,so much as 
formerly. 

We have taken from this quarry 10,700 cubic 
yards of stone, 1,700 yards of which were used as 
Telford in the Grove street roadway. The re- 
maining 9,000 yards were used as follows: 7,200 
in macadamizing streets, l.SOu for walks, sewers, 
etc., and 500 remain on hand at the crusher. 

A new portable stone crusher has been pur- 
chased, thus obviating the necessity of hauling stone 
into any section of the city where cobbles are plenti- 
ful. We have not this year constructed roadway in 
such a district. If, however, stone had been taken 
from the North Main street quarry in place of the 
4,100 cubic yards of crushed cobbles used, the cost 
would have been increased $550. This partially 
illustrates what the crusher will do if some street 
like Woodstock avenue is to be macadamized, where 
there are stone walls which can be utilized for the 
purpose , 

The cobbles of this region are evidently of a 
glacial deposit, harder than trap rock and conse- 
quently, very difficult to crush. The roads con- 
structed of this material ought to stand the traffic 
much better than those built of limestone. 

We have crushed with the new crusher 4,100 
cubic yards of cobbles, of which 3,500 have been 
used for macadamizing streets, 50 on Merchants 
Row and in general work and 550 are on hand at 
the crusher. 

MACADAM CONSTRUCTION. 

Following the directions of the Mayor, given 
in letters of June 15th, 18th and October 8th, we 
have macadamized and re-surfaced more than 
one and one-half miles of roadway. Beside the

large amount of stone used in the improvements, 
we have moved 17,000 cubic yards o£ earth in 
grading streets, sidewalks, etc. 

The wagon for spreading stone, purchased this 
year, is exceptionally strong and very convenient. 
It will not scatter the stone all the way from the 
crusher to the work like the dump plank, and is 
easily dumped while the team is in motion. It 
spreads the stone any desired thickness and more 
evenly than it can be spread with a shovel ; is so 
constructed that when driven over rough ground 
the body will not shake like that of an ordinary 
wagon ; and holds one and one-half times as much 
as the dump plank. We should have six of these 
wagons instead of one. 

The new road plows are very necessary tools 
for use in tearing up any kind of street surface. 

STRONGS AVENUE. 

The east side of the hill in Strongs avenue, 
south of City Hall, had been considerably cut away 
by storm water. The principle cause was the 
grade at the junction of Wales street. We have 
remeded this evil and macadamized Strongs avenue 
from City Hall to Madison street. 

GROVE STREET, 

A Telford foundation has been laid on the 
east side of the electric track from West street to 
Crescent street, and on the west side, from State 
street to Library avenue. Both sides have been 
macadamized from West street to Crescent street. 
A three inch tile drain has been put under the east 
gutter from State street to Library avenue, and 
from Crescent street, 200 feet southerly, and the 
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ditch over the drain filled with crushed stone. Two 
new catch -basins have been built ; one at State 
street and the other at Park avenue. The old 
stone culvert near house 59, which has been used 
as a sewer for a number of years, has been replaced 
with Akron pipe, and a manhole built where it 
crosses the new sewer. 

STATE STREET. 

This street has been macadamized from Grove 
street to Pierpoint avenue. The grade of the 
bridge across East creek has been changed so that 
it is nearer with the grade of the street. Two 
well-holes have been built at the west end of this 
bridge to prevent the storm water from damaging it. 

EAST STREET AND KILLINGTON AVENUE. 

We have macadamized East street from East 
Washington street to Killington aveniie, and also 
the latter street from East street 410 feet easterly. 

GRANT AVENUE. 

On account of the steep grade of this street, 
the roadway requires frequent repairs. This year 
the street has been entirely re-surfaced. 

EVELYN AND FREIGHT STREETS, 

All of the roadway of these streets has also 
been covered with crushed stone. 

BAXTER STREET. 

The southerly end of Baxter street and the 
roadway between the railroad track and the Lin- 
coln Iron Works are of so much use and so con- 
venient to the public, that the city has assisted the 
o\vners in surfacing them with macadam. 
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MADISON STREET. 

The macadamizing of Madison street was com- 
menced in the fall. That part of the street be- 
tween Prospect and Main streets south of the street 
railway had been excavated and partly refilled 
with crushed stone, when the work was stopped 
by the early snow.

CONCRETE ROADWAY. 

The concrete on Merchants row and Center 
street was badly broken and consequently in need 
of repair. 

Mr. A. L. Adams has patched the old concrete 
and re-snrfaced the entire roadway with one and 
one-half inches of concrete, of which the cement 
ingredient contains twenty per cent Trinidad as- 
phalt. This work is guaranteed for five years ; /. 
e. whatever repairs are necessary within that time 
must be made by Mr. Adams. The old foundation 
is not the best, but is fairly good for a few years to 
come. It is composed of round cobbles which are 
liable to slip under the jar and pressure of traffic ; 
and whenever any movement of the foundation 
takes place the top of the surface is apt to break. 
This fault cannot be remedied by putting on a pure 
asphalt coating but only by relaying the founda- 
tion in a permanent manner.

SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION. 

The sidewalks constructed in 1897 proved so 
satisfactory that more than six miles of walks have 
been graded and surfaced with crushed stone dur- 
ing this year. 

These walks are always hard and dry except 
when covered with snow and ice. The cost of con- 
struction is small, and as they will last many years 
without much repairing, the cost of maintenance 
will be nominal. There are yet many streets 
where walks are needed but if a few miles are con- 
structed and re-surfaced each year, the city will 
soon be well supplied. 

On account of the cutting down of Grove and 
State streets at their junction, the sidewalks were 
cut on each side of the latter and on the west 
side of the former and again siirfaced with con- 
crete. Also the walk on the north side of vState 
street, west of Pine street, was relaid with concrete 
to house No. 12S, and from there to house No. 141 , 
it was re-surfaced.

DORR BRIDGE. 



During the summer of 1897 the roadway on 
River street between the C. & P. Railroad and the 
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Dorr bridge, where the flood water had always 
overflowed, was filled 18 inches. Therefore, and 
in order to insure the bridge from damage by high 
water, it was raised 1 5 inches. The decayed tim- 
bers were replaced with hard pine and other repairs 
made, so that the bridge is now in good condition. 

WEST STREET BRIDGE. 

The west abutment under the West street 
bridge has been partially rebuilt, and the bridge 
floor raised to its proper position and replanked. 

STATE STREET H RIDGE. 

The State street bridge has been lowered 6 
inches at the east end and raised 12 inches at the 
west end. ' The timber work of this bridge was 
repaired and a new floor laid, 

SMALL BRIDGES, ETC. 

As the stringers in several of the shorter 
bridges were very much decayed they have been 
replaced with sections of railroad rails and all the 
bridges replanted. These bridges are more per- 
manent than iormerly, not only on account of the 
indestructibility of the iron, but the planking will 
not decay so rapidly on the narrow iron, as it did on 
the wider, wooden stringers. The bridges which 
have been repaired in this manner are as follows : 

Baxter street at Tenney brook. 

Forest street at Moon brook. 

Grove street at Tenney brook. 

North Main street at Tenney brook. 

Pearl street at Tenney brook. 
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The south abutment of the Forest street bridge 
and the north abutment of the Grove street bridge 
have been partially rebuilt. A sidewalk has been 
constructed across the east end of the Granger 
street bridge. 

Besides these repairs, a number of culverts 
have been wholly or in part rebuilt. 

SEWERS. 

From table No. 5 it will be seen that we have 
constructed nearly two miles of pipe sewers. The 
orders for this work were in letters from the Mayor 
bearing dates as follows: May 6th, May 28th, 
June 15th, Aug. 8th, Sept. 1st, and Sept. 10th. 

MANHOLES .•\ND CATCHBASINS. 

We have also built three manholes in the 
sewer on Merchants row; one at its junction with 
the sewer crossing the street in front of L. G. 
Kingsley's store ; one near a curve in the sewer in 
front of Wilson & Root's store; and the third, 
where the stone sewer is reduced to a 12-inch pipe 
in front of the Baxter bank building. 

As the manhole tops put on in 1897 were not 
moved by the frost last winter, we have continued 
to use similar castings this season. We have also 
put in five cast iron catchbasins, which are all metal 
except the bottom. The straight portion is cast 
in sections so that it will not break when frozen 
full of water.

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WATER DEPARTMENT. 
EXTENSIONS, ETC. 

A three inch main has been laid on Spruce 
street from River street, 308 feet northerly, also a 
similar pipe on North Main street from the end of 
the six inch as constructed in 1890, 531 feet north- 
erly. A six inch pipe has been laid across Grove 
street at Library avenue 50 feet, also a similar pipe 
on Lafayette street from Washington street 84 feet 
southerly. This -makes a total of 863 feet of new 
mains, 729 feet of which is three inch and 134- feet 
six inch pipe. Also 320 feet of three inch pipe on 
State street, west of Pine street, has been lowered. 
Three new valves have been put in as follows : 
One six inch at the corner of Spruce and River 
streets, one six inch at the corner of Grove street 
and Library avenue, and oye three mch on North 
Main street. We have also connected a three inch 
blow off to the North Main street line. 

HYDRANTS. 

As the hydrant branches have never been 
supplied with valves, it is necessary to shut the 
water from the main in order to remove, or, some- 
times, to repair a hydrant. This method is a great 
inconvenience to the water takers, and more 
especially so, where there are large blocks with 
modern heating appliances, etc. Consequently, 
previous to repairing Merchants row, all the 
hydrants which are connected to the mains 
under the concrete roadway (five in number), were 
replaced with new hydrants, each of which has a 
valve between it and the main. These hydrants 
are also supplied with independent shut-off s on 
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each nozzle, so that, whenever it is necessary to 
shut the water from one line of hose during a fire, 
it can be done without impairing the utility of 
another line from the same hydrant, 

HOUSE CONNECTIONS AND REPAIRS. 

Fourteen new service pipes have been put in 
and fourteen old ones re-laid. An agreement was 
made with Mr. Moroney for putting in a house 
connection on a proposed street off of State street, 
by which Mr. Moroney dug the ditch and filled it 
for a specified sum, and the city furnished and laid 
the pipe. In doing the work above stated, we 
have laid a total of 17 feet of one and one-half inch, 
453 feet of one inch and 488 feet of three -fourth 
inch galvanized iron pipe. Besides the construc- 
tion and other work above described, we have 
repaired twelve leaks in the mains and twenty- 
four in the service pipes. 

Mr. F. W. Warren has been my assistant in 
the work of this department. 

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC. 

When typhoid fever became quite prevalent in 
this vicinity last summer, the question naturally 
arose as to whether or not the city water supply 
was contaminated. Consequently, the health 
officials cau,sed the water to be tested. These 
tests proved beyond question that the city water 
was not the cause of the epidemic, since no typhoid 
germs could be found in it.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

Besides the necessary routine work of this de- 
partment, we have made a plat of each sewer as 
constructed, showing the locations of all the 
specials, manholes, etc., and the comparative lev- 
els of the cellars and sewers. We have also com- 
menced two large maps of the city : one showing 
the sewers, with data concerning them ; and the 
other, the water-pipe system, including hydrants, 
main valves, etc. 

I have been assisted in this department by 
Mr. L. W. Fuller. 

The notes and plans collected in this office are 
very valuable to the city, and some means should 
be arranged to protect them from damage by fire 
or water.

I have drawn from the city treasury during 
the past year and deposited in the Clement Na- 
tional Bank ^5,370.52, and have drawn from the 
bank and paid out for the support of the poor and 
my salary $5,363.12, leaving $7.40 to my credit 
in bank. 

The year's expenses are divided as follows :

The expense of the outside poor is $1,686.86 
less than for 1897, and of the City Farm, $237.09 
. less than for 1897, a total reduction of $1,923.95 
during 1898. 

One reason for this saving, I think, has been 
because there has been little outside interference. 
By this I mean that many kindly disposed persons 
have been in the habit of making personal efforts 
to have me assist certain persons Avho have repre- 
sented to them that they are in sad need of help 
and have not been attended to. These persons 
greatly exaggerate their case, and representations 
are made to me which entitle them to help ; but 
in many cases, when careful investigations are 
made, the claims turn out to be needless or fraud- 
ulent. I have always intended to relieve the needy 
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poor, but unlCvSS great care Ls exercised, many 
fraudulent claims creep in. Another reason has 
been that the children in many families who have 
been assisted in previous years, have now grown 
up, and are taking care of themselves and their 
parents. 

During the past year there has been less ap- 
pealing from my action to other officers of the city, 
to have such officers bring an influence i;pon me 
to render aid in favor of particular persons. 

A great item of expense for outside poor dur- 
ing the past year, was the claim of the city of 
Barre for experfses in taking care of Henry Bou- 
ley. The City Council paid to the city of Barre, 
on account of Bouley, $160.23, and I paid other 
expenses of $97.14, being a total of $187.36. 
The circumstances are as follows : 

The last part of October I received notice Irom 
the Overseer of the city of Barre, that Bouley was 
sick, claiming that Rutland was his residence; 
that Bouley had no visible means of support, and 
demanding payment from Rutland for his care. 
Correspondence showed that he was seriously sick 
and had two nurses most of the time, and the doc- 
tor there said he could not be moved, but hoped 
he would soon be able to be about. 

After a good deal of correspondence, 1 sus- 
pected something wrong, and on November 21st, 
I went to Barre with Dr. Hanrahan. The local 
doctor forbid me to move him, and said he wbuld 
die on the way if I did. I moved him, and when 
Bouley found he must go, there was no more 
trouble, and he spruced up and walked perfectly 
well after he got to Rutland. I learned at Barre 
that Bouley represented that he was a detective, 
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and got about $40.0(1 from temperance people to 
obtain evidence against liquor sellers. After get- 
ting his money, he visited different places, got 
drunk, and was kicked out and laid in the field 
over night, and in the morning he was carried into 
a house of doubtful reputation and the Overseer 
called. There is no doubt but that Bouley was 
sick, but he feigned sickness after he was well, 
deceived the doctor and Overseer, and wanted to 
stay in a place where the surroundings were con- 
genial, and the city of Rutland would pay the 
bills. After staying seven days at the City Farm, 
Bouley voluntarily left.

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PROTECTION OF PROPERTY. 

In six cases goods have been found by the po- 
lice officers on the sidewalks outside of our city 
stores, after the said stores were closed for the 
night, and returned to the owners. 

The front doors have been discovered by the 
officers unlocked in IS cases, and the back doors 
have been discovered in like condition in 20 cases, 
and in each case the proprietors have been promptly 
notified of their neglect and their places of busi- 
ness properly secured. 

The police officers have quelled disturbances 
and dispersed crowds who were gathering upon the 
streets 13 different times without making arrests. 

OUR POLICE FORCE. 

During the last year our police force has been 
kept at its reduced number the same as last year 
and at one-half the number it was in 1896, which 
has been the desire of the city government and 
the citizens generally, to reduce the expenses of 
the city government and get along with a tax of 
one hundred and fifty cents on the dollar, and if 
other departments of the city government would 
reduce their expenses in proportion to the Police 
department we might be able to get along with re- 
duced rates of taxation. 

Arrests and prosecutions for the several crimes 
and misdemeanors have to all appearances depre- 
ciated in like proportions throughout the state, and 
perhaps in proportion to our Police force, and we 
have reason to congratulate ourselves that we have 
been able to get along with our small Police force 
as well as we have.

REPORT OF THE 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 



To the Honorable City Ccuncii: 

Gentlemb:n : — In accordance with section 1, 
chapter 36, of the city ordinances, we most respect- 
fully submit this, the annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1898. 

During the year of 1898 the city has exper- 
ienced more sickness than in the year 1897, as will 
be seen by comparing the number of contagious 
diseases and the deaths for 1897-1898. Begin- 
ning in the early autumn typhoid fever began to 
manifest itself, and numerous cases were reported 
to your Board, who, upon thorough investigation 
into the milk and water supply, failed to locate the 
cause of disease. This, undoubtedly, was a ty- 
phoid year, as reports from other cities coming to us 
show a large number of typhoid cases. Returning 
soldiers brought with them the disease, and in the 
absence of other causes it is fair to believe that 
this may have been the starting of our mild epi- 
demic, if it may be termed that. 

Measles are with us at the present time. They 
were brought in from other cities by returning sol- 
diers and in one instance by a teacher in one of our 
public schools, who upon learning of her condition 
was immediately quarantined and kept out of school 
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for some time. It is an acknowledged fact by the 
medical fraternity that measles are contagious in 
the early stages of the disease, before the eruption 
appears, and this is no doubt the cause of so many 
children contracting the disease, as very often a 
child will attend school, who is suffering from what 
the parents believe to be a hard cold, and which is 
in reality the first stages of measles. 

We are now undergoing an epidemic of influ- 
enza, and with us, so far, the mortality has not been 
high, but we understand that in the larger cities 
the disease is quite fatal in its results. 

We have had a few scattering cases of scarlet 
fever and diphtheria. The latter we believe to 
have been prevented from spreading in several 
cases by the immunizing doses of anti-toxine given. 

CITY WATER. 

At the time of the typhoid scare, the physician 
member of your Board of Health and a member of 
the engineer department visited the city water 
works and walked up the stream for several miles, 
trying if possible to locate the cause of the ty- 
phoid, but as stated before, we were unable to do 
so. There is but one contamination that we could 
see, and that the property which I learn has been 
discussed before your Honorable Board before. 
This certainly is a contamination and we most 
respectfully suggest that your body appropriate a 
sum for the purchase of said property, the destruc- 
tion of the buildings and a thorough disinfection of 
the site. This was done in several instances up 
the stream and certainly this property is nearer 
the settling ponds than those removed, and we fail 
to see any reason why it should not be, as we 
imderstand that the price asked for the property is 
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far from exhorbitant and is nothing compared with 
the risk involved by its presence there. One case 
of typhoid fever occur ing in the family occupying 
the property and by the system of drainage they 
maintain at present would involve the city in an 
epidemie of typhoid that is fearful to contemplate.

Gentlemen; — -I herewith submit my report 
from May 1st to Dec. 31st, 1898, During this 
period sickness has been prevalent among the 
poorer classes in the city. There have been twenty- 
three cases requiring medical attention, aggregat- 
ing one hundred and thirty- eight calls, and thirty- 
five dollars worth of medicine. Three persons 
have been committed to the insane asylum at Brat- 
tleboro, two males and one female. Three deaths 
have been caused by consumption (phthisis pulmo- 
nale s), one at the city farm and two at their re- 
spective homes. I have made fifty-seven calls and 
used twenty-five dollars worth of medicines and 
supplies at the city poor farm. The number of 
calls and expense are due principally to the num- 
ber of invalids and old people. There were seven 
cases of measles. I have admired the excellent 
care and attention given to all inmates by Mrs. 
Beattie. 

I would like to suggest to the authorities that 
some repairs be made on the drainage system, etc. 
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vSlioiild an epidemic start it would be hard to check 
it under the present conditions. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. 
Beattie for their courtesy and attention in cases 
which came under my care.
